The third was a faire drawing chamber, ſeatedround 
labdbut, and couered with ſcarlet. aboue the ſeates hung 
round , with a rich ſmale wrou tapeſterie of an il 
'broade , of Emblewe worke , and verſes written: vnder- 
neath , ouer this vpon a ledge of wentſcot were diuers 
large tables of ſundrie deuiſes well painted with their 
pofics to garniſh thechamber, and among al, that was the 
eſt which had this Marta CIC ajor antem borum eff cha- 
nitas, ſor irwaxed cold The roofe was likewiſe flouriſhed 
with painting & deuiſes, theſe rowmes had the through 
light of fower faire windowes, and in this chamber were 
two ſquare tables, one richlie couered with a carpet of 
cloath of gold; and the ſeate laide rounde with fower 
long cuſhions of the ſame, which was extraordinarelię 
couered morning and euening for breakefaſt and ban · 
quet, two of the Princes groomes appointed alwaies to 
be heere and waite; and heere they ſat ſomtimes in con-

¶ Next to this was my Lords bedehamber, with two 
fait damaske field beds, prepared for my Lorde and

vpon the credit of theit good ſeruice, then their libertie:

For his priuate dwelling, his Caſtle is deepe and 
broade moated, to countergarde his' houſe within the 
cowne, where vpon the rampers twentic and fower are 
appointed to keepe continualſentinel in order, his gates 
ar kept with a double garde, and two bridges, drawne vp 
euery night and garded , the inward part as I ſaide a 
ſquare long court, paued and vated rounde aboute 
with a large greate vaute vnder grounde, which is vſed 
for his ſellerage, full of veſſell twentie, fortie and 
ſome of an hundred tunne ; the lower rowmes ate 
the Offices;on the right hand a common large great 
hall, and other common roemes and lodgings zon the
